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Plans to vote in November 


Sinno becomes U.S. citizen

On Oct. 10, Associate Professor Abdul 
Sinno, Ph.D. will take his final step towards 
naturalization. The decision was a well- 
contemplated one. 

Sinno had many reasons for desiring 
citizenship. When asked he replied, ‘I like 
the systems; It’s consistent. The freedom 
of expression and communication is in- 
valuable. | wouldn't have applied to be a 
citizen of a country | didn’t like and 
respect.” 

Immigration laws allow a person to 
become a permanent resident of the United 
States through marriage. This process in- 
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volves a set of physical exams and forms. 
Among the forms are ones concerning ter- 
rorist groups and organizations, and im- 
migrants involvements in them, if any. If the 
individual is cleared and passes these ex- 
ams, they are then entitled to a Green 
Card. 

Sinno explained that the card is not ac- 
tually green in color, but rather called so 
because of its symbolism. By receiving this 
card, an immigrant is given many of the 
rights of an U.S. citizen. Sinno was, 
however, not allowed to vote, run for elec- 
tions or receive an American passport. 

Sinno applied in May of this year. After 
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mailing in the application forms, Sinno 
received a letter notifying him of the date 
and location of the next exam. 

Sinno took the test on Sept. 21, in 
Omaha, Ne. Sinno said the first section of 
the test was a verification of the applica- 
tion information under oath. Sinno was also 


asked if he would like to change his name. 
The next portion of the test was an oral 


test on American history and government. 
Sinno said the questions focused on the 
Constitution; especially the First Amend- 
ment. Sinno said other topics included the 
court system, legislative branches, Bill of 
Rights, Immigration laws and regulations, 
rights, duties and privieges of a citizen, and 
the functions and philosophies of the Con- 
stitution. Sinno was also required to 
memorize the Pledge of Allegiance, to 
know about Columbus and early settlers, 
to know the Declaration of Independence, 
to know about voting, electoral college and 
the number of representatives in both the 


id, Senate. 
Hesano sald the test was very thorough, 


but not difficult. ‘This is not a hard test for 
anybody who makes an effort to know 
something about American history and 
government. The test is not intended to put 
people on edge. It is to make sure that the 
people who want to belong to this country 
at least have basic knowledge of it” 

Sinno said the test is similar to a final in 
college, except it is always oral. He said 
it can be studied for, by obtaining a booklet 
on American history and law. This booklet 
explains the history and laws, and also sup- 
plies people with further refrences if they 
want to research deeper. 

After passing the exam, Sinno was ask- 
ed to sign a certificate to be sent toa judge 
for authorization. On a given date, usually 
twice a year, immigrants are sworn In. Sin- 
no’s court date is Oct. 20, in Cedar Rapids. 
Sinno will receive his signed certificate, 
with his photo and the judge’s signature. 
After taking the oath, the process Is finally 
complete. Sinno will then be an official 
citizen of the United states. F 

By making the fall session, Sinno will be 
allowed to vote in the November election. 
He will also be granted all the rights and 
privileges of any American citizen. 
Clarke College faculty also recognized 
Sinno’s citizenship with the presentation of 
red, white and blue balloons. Sinno feels 
it is an honor to belong to the United ee 
and plans to be an active member. Con-

The convocation agenda included an in- 
vocation led by S. Kathy Carr, BVM, direc- 
tor of campus ministry, an opening greeting 
by Clarke College President S. 
Catherine Dunn, BVM, and a pledge led by 
Junior Don Clark, president of the Clarke 
Student Association. The Clarke Collegiate 
Singers performed ‘‘Prepare a Place for 
Love to Dwell,” composed by John Gilbert. 
Follwing the convocation, the Clarke com- 
munity was invited to a picnic. 

In Dunn's introduction, she compared 
Lam to the BVM’s that founded Clarke; 
they were both risk takers who left their 
homelands to teach. Lam is a Peruvian and 
Chinese descendent. 

Lam left Lima, Peru to study in the 
United States, at St. Benedictine College, 
where she received a bachelor’s of art 
degree. Then she taught in the poverty- 
stricken mountains of her homeland. After- 
ward, she moved to Boston where she 
earned a master’s degree and a doctorate 
at Boston State University. 

She has shown numerous leadership 
roles; as a teacher, principal and 
superintendent. In fact, her ability to focus 
on students in community schools has 
decreased the dropout rate. 

Lam's speech was titled ‘‘From the City 
to the Rain Forest.” She explained the im- 
portance of expanding one’s education to 
understand various cultures. Lam said 
when we lack education and understan- 
ding, we justify our acts of aggression. 
Then we separate groups of human beings 
by race, religion and sex. 

We also try to convince ourselves that 
we are the center of the universe. Lam said 
we are just one of the species, on one of 
the planets, within the universe. Lam said 
it is important to know that our heritage 
does matter. Our differences enrich us and 
help us solve the problems we face. 

Lam emphasized that our experiences 
and education are closely related. If we do 
not have the experience or education to 
solve a problem, we reject it and its solu- 
tions. Lam related this concept to the 
understanding of different cultures. She 
said, ‘‘If | told you to map out these three 
continents, North America, South America 
and Africa, | bet you would start with North 
America because that is the one you are 
most familiar with.”” 

Lam said our life experience starts with 
ground knowledge. For example, we are 
most able to map out our neighborhood, 
because it is a part of our daily living. Next, 
we could map out our city, our state and 
our country. When it comes to other con- 
tinents, such as Africa, we tend to shut 
them out of our experience. We deny their 
importance. 

When it comes to the importance of 
education, Lam said, “It provides us with 
the knowledge to expand our mapping 
abilities. We can choose to learn about 
other cultures so that they become a part 
of us, too. It takes imagination to see how 
these cultures have become innertwined. 
From there, we can make multiple maps.”’

According to the Illinois Department of 
Transportation, there is an average of one 
alcohol-related fatality every 22 minutes. 
That is almost three lives an hour, and 72 
a day. Each year, about 600,000, 10 per- 
cent, of all police reported motor vehicle 
crashes are alcohol-related, according to 
the IDOT. On an average weekend night, 
one out of every 10 drivers on the road is 
drunk. Of every 2,000 drunk drivers, only 
one is arrested, and the chance of receiv- 
ing a severe penalty is low. What can we 
do to decrease this problem?
